The story, wliicii they at least had 
the pood grace to print under the name of the 
ciystal-gazcr who wrote it, was equally forth- 
right. 

It said that the Minister of Agriculture would 
lie I lie ne.vt premier of Ontario.

When soci.ilisni wa.'. condemned 
by I'iiis XI. the I'onlift very care- 
fully pointed out that he was speak- 
ing only of pure socialism in the 
strictest sense of the word, that 
Is to say, of socialism as an expres- 
sion of a materialistic philosophy. 
It follow.', therefore, that the C.C.F. 
jjnrly would merit condemnation 
only if it became clear that it was 
based on and expressed such a 
piiilosophy. In an examination of 
the party as an organization, work- 
ing in the interests of Canada, ob- 
servers have come to the conclu- 
sion that the C.C.F. as a whole is 
not any more materiali.^f ic in out- 
look than any of the other ordinary 
partiel in Canad.i. In fact (and thi.s 
is for the benefit of the Catholics) 
some four years ago — to the great 
perturbation of the verbal minds— 
this finding was affirmed by all 
the Bishops of Canada assembled in 
congress in Quebec, when, in effect.

Faced with the tight 1048 Job I 
situation, the newcomer is puzzled 
by the din of silver dollars clatter- 
ing in the Alaskan boom towns. 
The answer at Anchorage and Fair- 
banks is in payrolls for thousands 
of soldiers at Fort Richardson and 
airmen at Elmcndorff, Ladd and 
Eiclson fields. Fairbanks, a civilian 
town of about 13,000, takes a lush 
portion of the $l,2S0,00O monthly 
payroll at nearby Ladd Field. 

What pulled down the wholesale 
batches of "Help Wanted" signs 
this summer was unexpected. The 
boom was to go on at the wartime 
pace that had the territory giddy 
with easy money. But it didn't pan 
out. 

The first inklin» of a break 
came late in the spring. Federal 
agencies and the military paymaster 
for construction battalions in 
Alaska started scraping the bottom 
of cash barrels. Congress was de- 
bating and new appropriations were 
laid aside. Just when crews nor- 
mally shift to hfgh gear for the' 
long Arctic summer work days, the! 
military halted scores of vast pro- 
jects. 

Only the most vital defense 
works and barracks, the latter for 
draftees due to drill in the terri-' 
tor.v, kept going. 

Soft spots developed elsewhere. 
The territory's two basic Industries 
—gold mining and commercial fish- 
ing—faltered.

Mortal Combat In Florida 
Whales Battle Porpoise

Fighting broke out Monday in the 
big oceanarium' between half a 
do7.en porpoise and three. of î.',',^i 
whales which floundered ashore 

near here Friday. 

The fifihling continued for the 
better part of the day. At dne time, 
bull porpoise— leader of others in 
the tank — knocked one of the 
whales completely out ot the water. 

Arthur McBride, curator, said it 
migiu take several weeks for the 
mammals to become accustomed to 
each other— unless the whales are 
killed before then. 

A fivc-month-old porpoise was 
butted to death in the initial battle. 
The baby was the fjrst conceived 
and born, and only the second ever 
born, in captivity. 

Forty of the whales died Kriday 
in the boiling .surf after Iheir mys- 
Icriniis plunge through shallow wat- 
ers onto the s,ind. Officials here 
rescued four but one died Saturday. 
The marine battle was discovered 



when strange grunts and heavy 
bumping and thudding against the 
éOinforced concrete and steel tank 
were heard. Porpoise teeth marks 
could be seen on the bodies of the 
whales. 

McBridc said the conflict might 
shed light on why the whales sud' 
denly beached themselves. 

He said that for some days re 
cently, thousands of porpoise (bot 
tlc-noscd dolphin) have been seen 
close Inshore migrating south. Mul 
let have been running in great num^ 
bers and the porpoise apparently 
have been feeding on them. 

The whales also are migrating 
southward and. McBride said it was 
possible they had run into the por- 
poise which he said are dominating. 

11 was possible, he said, that the 
whale lender may have been at- 
tacked or frightened by the por- 
l>oisc and that it fled, leading the 
others toward the beach where they 
became frenzied and died.
